Statement of Objects and Reasons

BILL 


to provide for the removal of certain disqualifi 

cations for being chosen as, and for being , a 
member of the Legislative Assembly of Goa , 
Daman and Diu . 


Under Clause ( a ) of Sub - Section ( i ) of Section 14 
of the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963 a 
person is disqualified for being chosen as , and for 
being, a member of the Legislative Assembly of this 
Union territory if he holds any office of profit 
under the Government of India or the Government of 
any State or the Government of any Union terri 
tory, other than an office declared by law made Sy 
the Parliament or by the Legislative Assembly of 
the Union territory not to disqualify its holder . 
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Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa , 
Daman and Diu in the Thirty -Second Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : - 


2. No legislation has so far been enacted either by 
the Parliament or by our legislative Assembly declar 
ing any office , as an office not to disqualify its holder 
for being chosen as, and for being, a member of the 
Legislative Assembly of this territory . 


1. Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu Members 
of Legislative Assembly (Removal of Disqualifica 
tion ) Act , 1982 . 


( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 


2. Removal of Certain Disqualifications . --A 
person shall not be disqualified for being chosen as , 
or for being, a member of the Legislative Assembly 
of Goa , Daman and Diu merely by reason of the fact 
that he holds any of the offices specified in the 
Schedule appended to this Act . 


3. With the expansion of Governmental activities 
and the association of the elected representatives 
thereto to the various Corporations , both statutory 
and non - statutory , Committees , Boards , etc. consti 
tuted by the Government a need is felt to enact a 
legislation so as to declare offices in such Corpora 
tions and Boards etc. as not to disqualify its holder 
from being chosen as, and for being , a member of 
the Legislative Assembly of this Union territory . 

4. The Bill seeks to achieve this purpose .
